should not be interpreted that any 
itch 
has aris-n or obstacle 
pre­ 
sented itself. There may be further 
modifications. There are apt to be in 
Mexico, always, but as a m atter of 
fact, tonight everything is arranged 
e\en to the names of the provisional 
ministry which will serve with De la 
Barra until the elections, which will 
be hurried along, ar. held. Of course 
the w hole arrangem ent may be upset 
but tonight there is every human 
probability that peace will 'be d'c- 
elared on a definite basis. 
May 25 the Date. 
The resignations of Diaz and Cor­ 
ial will be received and filed away 
and th 
provisional government duly 
installed on or about May 25. By that 
date barring accidents, Gen. Reyes 
will have arrived in the Capital, and 
he will immediately take charge of 
the Ministry iof War. While De la 
Barra, provisional 
president, 
with 
congress 
will 
issue 
writs 
for 
the 
new elections. Gen. Reyes will be es­ 
pecially charged with enforcing law 
and order and in the pursuit of sup­ 
pression of banditti, which now’, as in 
every civil war, are hanging on the 
fringe of both armies, one day bring­ 
ing disrepute upon one, the next day 
wpm the other of the contending par­ 
ties. 
Gen. Reyes should arrive at Hav­ 
ana on May 18 or 19. There h 
will 
find awaiting him safe conduct from 
Senor Carranza, Minister of War in 
Madero’s cabinet. While in Havana 
Reyes will issut

manifesto, 
in 
which he will say that his homecom­ 
ing is mer ly inspired by the desire 
to .perform his civic duties that ie 
conies animated by the most pacific 
purposes and resolves that he has 
a tt the slightest desire to oppose, as 
has been suggested he had, the will 
ot the people, but that he comes as 
a jiatriotic soldier to enforce the will 
of the people. As soon as Reyes i3 in

or. emergency arise,

resignations of Diaz, Corral and as 
yet an undetermined number of gov­ 
ernors oi states will be published in 
the official gazette and the provis­ 
ional government will be qui, fly in­ 
stalled.

The Woolworth Building, which is 
being erected at the southwest cor­ 
ner of Broadway and Park Place by 
F. VV. Woolworth, the 5 and 10-oent 
store man, will lye finished a year 
from next 
fall. 
This 
building, 
of 
which veryCilittle 
has 
been 
made 
known, will be the tallest office build­ 
ing in the world. It will be fifty-five 
stories high, and n xt to Eiffel Tow­ 
er, in Paris, will be the tallest struc­ 
ture that has ever been erected. It 
will ive taller than th-' Metropolitan 
Tower, which now holds the record 
by fifty feet, and will be thirteen 
stories nearer the clouds than the 
Singer building, the next tallest struc 
Dire, it will measure 750 feet from the 
top of the cupola down to the street 
level and will contain more than 20,- 
000 tons of steel girders, thirty-six 
elevators, 
13,200,000 cubic 
feet 
of 
space, a swimming pool in the base­ 
ment, an observatory station in the 
tower, four self-containing stairways 
and the cost will br more than 7 ^ 
million dollars.
